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I would like to pass on to you the comments of 
Mr, St.John Barrett, Chief of the Civil Rights Section of 
the Criminal Division concerning the assistance received 
from the Bureau in the investigation and presentation to the 
Federal Grand Jury at Jackson, Mississippi of the evidence 
in this extraordinarily delicate and difficult matter 

Mr, Barrett has addressed to me a memorandum 
on the subject reading as follows: 

I wish to bring to your attention an incident 
which occurred in connection with the presentation 
* of the above case to a grand jury in Jackson, 
Mississippi. This incident is an example of the 
high quality of work which the FBI has done in 
connection with this case and the excellent cooper a- 
- tion it has given to the U. S. Attorney and to this 
Division,

was a busleaying Memphis at noon. Mr. Hauberg 
advisedflfBP 1 ** he should be sure to catch the bus 
in ordei^^T^ear before the grand jury. At this time 
it appeared likely that the grand jury inquiry would 
terminate on June 13. 



The abov e facts w ere related to Special Agents 
^H«nd^mH^who had been assisting Mr. Hauberg 
iiT th^preparatior^f the case for grand jury presentation. 
The special agents contacted the Memphis offic^f the 
Bureau and through the efforts of that offict^j^^pwas 
located, although his whereabouts in Memphis had^ not 
theretofore been known. The agents in Memphis managed 
to detain bus departuresfrom Memphis to Jackson in 
order to inter ceptfl^p They also detained a plane 
which was schedule^^^Ieave Memphis^^^^^otftid noon. 
The pla ne was held up for one hour andf^^Jfcasj>l aced_ 
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As a result of the Bureau's efforts, rived 

in Jackson in time to testify beforeth^CTand jury. I 
am advised by Mr. Hauberg that^^Ppestimony, 
as expected, was of considerable importance. Although 
the grand jury failed to return any indictments in this 
case, it could well hav^been, in slightly different 
circumstances, thaJ|^^Bitestimony could have 
been a deciding factor. 1 traVe followed this case very 
closely, conferring frequently with Mr. Hauberg and 
with the Bureau agens. It is my opinion that the FBI, 
’.not only in the example which I have here given but in 
the conduct of the investigation generally, has done an 
I able and thorough job and that the cooperation given this 
' Division has been excellent.
